The expansion of the M-72 West 

ridge over the North Branch of the 

uSable River has become a nuisance 
and a source of concern for local offi- 


Traffic on the bridge has been lim- 
‘ited to one lane during construction, 
“which will result in the expansion of 
the bridge from two to four lanes, 
according to Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) officials. 

Expansion of the bridge has been 

« responsible for traffic backups cast 
* from the site, back to the US-27 Busi- 
: ness Loop, and west from the bridge 
past the M-93 intersection with M-72. 
Sheriff David Lovely said local 
: Officials and business leaders are set to 
meet Jan. 5 to discuss posting direc- 
tions to re-route traffic around the 
construction site. 

“Now, it’s to the point where it’s 
becoming a safety hazard, and a nui- 
sance,” Lovely added. 

Road signs may be posted to direct 


93. Traffic would then be advised to 
takc M-93 to Four Mile Road to 1-75, 
according to Lovely. He said many 
local residents are already choosing to 
travel this route, rather than wait in 
traffic backups. 

Lovely said business leaders are 
concemed there-routing of traffic may 
discourage people from coming into 
the City of Graying to visit and shop 
here. 

“I know it’s an inconvenience,” 
Lovely said. “There really isn’t any- 
thing we can do right now. 

"“Safety-wise, it’s not what we want, 
But we're stuck with what we got,” he 
said. 

Lovely said one concern is making 
sure emergency vehicles are able to 
get through the construction area 
quickly with just the one lane open. A 
possibility to limit traffic on the bridge 
will be to prohibit snowmobiles from 
crossing, he added.

i ._ Aneedie was discovered ina hotdog 
during a social function on Dec. 21 at 
the Mt. Hope Lutheran Church in 
Grayling Township, according to 
Sheriff David Lovely. 

Sheriff Department officials are 
investigating as to where and when the 
needle. was inserted into the hotdog, 
according to a statement released by 
Lovely. As a precautionary measure, 
all like lots of the tampered hotdog 
have been pulled from the shelves of 

_ thelocal store where the hotdogs were 
purchased. 

' Lovely stated this seems to have 
been an isolated incident, with no other 
similar events being reported. 

The incidentis still under investiga- 
tion by the Sheriff’s Department, with 
the assistance of the Michigan State 
Police Forensic Lab and the US De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


After slogging through it, being 
stuck in it and even dying from it, 


you'd think thathuman beings by now — 


would know everything there is to 
know about snow.

Solid, liquid and gas at varying 
times, snow is a complex substance 
whose behavior -—- on land and in the 
air— still eludes scientists. Wet snow 
is an entirely different material from 
dry snow, and within the wet and dry 
categories are numerous different 
types. 

When snow hits the ground, it is no 
longer the same substance that has 
been falling through the atmosphere. 
And fallen snow, a good insulator of 
the soil it blankets, undergoes constant 
change. 

What happens tosnow onthe ground 
—- how it bonds, breaks apart, melts 
andrefreezes— matters foreverything 
from avalanche prediction to the design 
of better-performing tires for military 
tanks and private cars, safer skis for 
airplanes, faster skis for people, more 
effective but environmentally correct 
deicing chemicals for highways and 
“grooming” techniques for smoother, 
longer-lasting snow roads and 
snowmobile trails,

State Police realign — 
patrol boundaries _ 


Crawford County now under the 
jurisdiction of Houghton Lake Post

The northem section of Crawford 
County will no longer be the domain 
of the Gaylord Post of the Michigan - 
State Police, according to agency offi- 
cials.. 

Troopers from the Houghton Lake 
Post will now be responsible for the 
daily patrol of all of Crawford County. 
This is part of a realignment by the 
State Police as counties begin operat- 
ing Emergency 9-1-1 systems, accord- 
ing to Sgt. Thomas Valdez of the 
Houghton Lake Post. 


Valdez said a recommendation was 
submitted to the Uniform Bureau of 
State Police for realignment. The new 
boundaries should become effective 
at the beginning of 1994, he added. 

“A lot of it has to do with the 9-1-1 
systems going into operation around 
the state,” Valdez said. “It’s easier 
when you deal with whole county, 
rather than partials. 

“We're trying to plan for the fu- 
ture,” he said. 


The Houghton Lake Post is now 
responsible for patrols covering 
Crawford, Roscommon, Clare and 
Missaukeecounties, Withrealignment, 
daily patrols will be limited to 
Crawford and Roscommon counties, 
Valdez said. 

The Gaylord Post will patrol Oscoda, 
Otsego and Montmorency counties, 
as well as parts of Antrim County.

Robinson of Rutgers University in 


| New Jersey, who has analyzed the 


satcllite data. 


“The biggest change in recent snow 
cover is not so much its lack in winter 
asits carly end, itsreduction in spring,” 
agrees Kenneth F. Dewey, professor 
of climatology at the University of 
Nebraska. 


Why the early spring snow loss? 


‘Scientists aren’t sure. 


“There is a strong correlation 
between temperatures in the Northem 
Hemisphere and the extent of snow 


cover, “ says Robinson. “Does recent 


warmth in spring cause the early end 
of snow cover, or does the early snow 
loss have a subsequent impact on 
temperature? Once you have the loss, 
it kind of snowbalis.”

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this chicken-and-egg question,” 
Robinson says. “It is too early — the 
record is too short —- to attribute this 
to global warming.” 

While snow coverage has not 
changed much globally, snow depth 
may have decreased. There is no 
similar satellite record, because the 
current technology cannot yet 
distinguish different snow depths. 

“Monitoring snow cover may give 
an index to future climate change,” 
says Robinson, “Snow has to be an 
important picce of the climatological 
puzzle.” 

Earth loses a good portion of its hieat 
from the reflection of sunlight off 
snow. 

Snowonthe ground, especially fresh 
snow (the whitest), reflects back 90% 
of the sun’s rays, says Samuel C. 
Colbeck, a senior research scientist at 
the U.S. Army Cold Regions Research 
and Engineering Laboratory in 
Hanover, N.H. “Themoresnowcover, 
the more solar radiation is reflected 
back.” 

To fit another piece into the weather 
puzzle, Dewey is analyzing satellite 
data of Southem Hemisphere snow 
cover for the first time to determine 
whether itis in phase with the Northem 
Hemisphere'’s. About 800,000 square 
miles of the Southern Hemisphere, 
mostly in South America, is snow- 
covered seasonally, 

- Although it may seem odd, it hardly 
eversnowsin Antarctica, Earth’s driest 
continent. Antarctica gets less than 
two inches of new snow a year.

Gun or People 
Control? 


Several weeks ago we wrote an 
article entitled, “Gun Rights, and 
Wrongs.” We exposed the liberal 
agenda to ban all guns. As Howard 
Metzenbaum said, “Until we ban all of 
them, then we might as well ban 
hone...”

are commilted outside the home? 

Our annual death toll, including 
crimes, suicides, and accidents, from 
200 million guns and 60 to 70 million 
handguns averages about 30,000 per 
year, Considering we have more guns 
than cars, and since we suffer more 
than 30,000 auto related deaths per 
year, why logically hate guns more 
than cars? And there were 644,976 
annual cases recorded where law- 
abiding citizens have used guns in 
private defense against criminals. So, 
why doesn’t logic lead us to consider 
these guns as virtuous, and the 
criminals as villainous? 

In Florida, concealed weapon 
permits enablic law-abiding citizens to 
carry handguns for defense. The 
homicide rate continues to fall in 
Florida, where criminals are fearful of 
armed citizens who can shoot back. 
Unarmed tourists have now become 
their only “safe” crime targets. 
Compare the recent handgun massacre 
in “safe” New York which has the 
strictest of gun controls? One would 
have fear starting such a massacre in 
Florida, where he risks instant

exccution by the defensive guns of his 
potential victims, 

Gun crime can only be reduced by 
disarming criminals. Let us make gun 
theft a dangerous felony, drastically 
increase the penalty for possession 
and/or use of stolen guns, and search 
known criminals for gun possession. 
The real goal of liberals is not control 
of criminals with guns, but government 
control over the God-given power and 
defensive rights of ordinary law- 
abiding citizens. 

God made a quality defensive 
weapon more essential for each of his 
disciples than necessary clothing. 
(Luke 22:36). Our forefathers 
defended our God given right to bear 
arms by placing it in our U.S. 
Constitution, thereby assuring us this 
right should remain as important as 
freedom of speech, freedom of 
worship, and property rights.

Talk to Social Security now if you’re retiring in 1994 


If you're past 62 and thinking about 
retiring any time in 1994, contact 
Social Security now to discuss your 
plans. Because ourrules permit you to 
work and receive retirement benefits 
at the same time, it could be to your 
advantage to have your benefits begin 
in January even if you aren’t actually 
retiring until later in the year. For an 
application to be effective in January 


| 1994, you should file any time before 


January 31, 1994, For additional 
information, call Social Security’s toll-

business days between 7 a.m. and 7 
to make an appointment to 
discuss your retirement plans. You

retirement benefits immediately atage 
62, you should contact Social Security 
to file your application three months 
before your birthday. 


Even if you expect your 1994 
eamings to be relatively high, you 
should check to sec if you'll be eligible 
toreceive any benefits. For example, 
under the Social Security earnings rules 
for 1994, at age 65 a retired worker 
with maximum benefits of $1,147 per 
month may eam upto $49,011 during 
the year and still be eligible to receive 
a benefit for one month, If any family 
members also are cligibic for benefits, 
the earnings could be higher and some 
benefits might still be payable. If 
you’re under 65, you also can have 
substantial earnings and still qualify 
for some Social Security benefits. 

In 1994, the eamings limit for 


individuals aged 62-64 will be $8,040. 
For every $2 you carn over $8,040, $1 
is withheld from your benefits, For 
those aged 65-69, the amount is 
$11,160. For every $3 you cam over 
$11,160, $1 is withheld from your 
benefits. For beneficiaries aged 70 or 
older, earnings do not affect their 
benefit payments. 


How well youdo in retirementoften 
depends on how well you plan for it. 
And don’t forget that your planning 
should includea visitto Social Security 
a year or two before you expect to 
retire, Then you can find out how 
much you'll receive in benefits and 
when isthe best time to retire. Justcall 
ihe Traverse City Social Security office 
between 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. and say 
you'd like to discuss retirement.
